ILL SHARE IN GLORY 


Lesser Known Signers of the Im 
mortal Declaration. 


S H O U L D N O T B E F O R G O T T E N 


Thalr Courage and Faith Deasrvea 
Recognition Along With Thoaa 
Whoaa Namaa Are Now Houo* 
hold Worda In the Nation. 


F THE fifty-six men who 
signed the Declaration of 
Independence, but a scant 
dozen attained immortality 
—Thomas Jefferson, John 
Hancock, Richard Henry 


W W Lee> John Adams, Benja­ 
min Franklin and a few 
others. 
But what about Josiah Bart­ 
lett, Thomas McKean, Charles Carroll, 
Robert Morris, George Taylor, Edward 
Butledge, John Hart, Francis Lewis, 
Button Gwinnett and a score of oth­ 
ers? 


Fifty of those fifty-six men were 
present during the discussion and 
adoption of the Declaration, and, as 
delegates to the continental congress, 
were essential factors In its ultimate 
ratification. 
The other six, elected 
members of congress later, neverthe­ 
less took part in the general move­ 
ment by signifying themselves in fa­ 
vor of It, and were allowed to sign. 
Thomas Jefferson, as the author of 
the Declaration, attained a lasting 
fame, as did John Hancock, president 
of the continental congress. 


All Bravely Did Their Share. 


But of the men who stand outside of 
that ring of immortality much can be 
Mid. 
If Jefferson, Hancock and Lee 
were generals, the others were at the 
aame time essential to the Declaration. 
They, as much as the others, affixed 
tbeir names to what was at that time 
an extremely dangerous document. 
They, as well as the others, burned 
their bridges behind them and took 
their stand firmly upon their convic­ 
tion. 
It required the signatures of 
recognised delegates from each of the 
13 states to make the Declaration of 
Independence complete. 


If the veil of 138 years could be lift­ 
ed and those days lived over again, it 
would bo interesting to see with what 


real Independence day. The resolution 
adopted, congress again resolved it* 
B elf Into a committee of the whole, “to 
consider draft of a Declaration of In­ 
dependence, or the form of announcing 
the fact to the world/* The considera­ 
tion continued throughout the third 
and fourth, it being on the evening of 
the latter day that the committee 
arose. 
President Hancock resumed 
the chair, and Chairman Harrison re­ 
ported that the draft had been agreed 
upon. 
It was then adopted by con­ 
gress. 


The draft was ordered on the 19th 
of July to be engrossed, and on August 
2 the engrossed copy was signed by 
50 members. 
George 'tYythe signed 
about August 27, Richard Henry Lee, 
Elbridge Gerry and Oliver Wolcott in 
September, Matthew Thornton the fol­ 
lowing November, and Thomas Mc­ 
Kean even later, probably in 1781. 
Such is the account of the signing as 
recognized in an official history of the 
Declaration, despite the fact that, in 
recording the happening of the Fourth 
of July, Jefferson himself said: “The 
Declaration was reported by the com­ 
mittee, agreed to by the house, and 
signed by every member present ex­ 
cept Mr. Dickinson.“ The journal giv­ 
ing the record of the congress states 
that it was “Signed by order and in 
behalf of congress, John Hancock, 
president. 
Attest: Charles Thomson, 
secretary.“ 


First Celebration. 


The first celebration of the event 
was Thursday, July 8, 1776, in the 
state house grounds, 
Philadelphia, 
where every eye could gaze upon the 
bell that proclaimed liberty through­ 
out the world. The Declaration itself 
was read to a large gathering of peo­ 
ple by John Nixon. The king's arms 
were taken down in the courtroom in 
the state house, and in the evening 
there were bonfires and great dem- 
onstrations of joy. 


In a letter John Adams wrote to 
Samuel Chase on tho njnth, be thus 
describes the occasion. This letter is 
now in the possession of the Massa­ 
chusetts Historical society: 


“You will see by this post that the 
river is past and the bridge cut away. 
The Declaration was yesterday pub­ 
lished and proclaimed from that awful 
stage, in the state house yard, by 
whom, do you think? By the commit­ 
tee of safety, the committee of inspec­ 
tion and a great crowd of people. 
Three cheers rended the welkin. The 
battalions paraded on tho common and 
gave us the feu de joy, notwithstand­ 
ing the scarcity of powder. Tho bells

have been even more dramatic to have 
hovered near the desk on which the 
Declaration lay and watched each man 
as he came forward and aihxed his 
signature, a lasting testimonial to the 
world, and Great Britain, especially, 
of the courage for and faith in the 
new country these men were creating. 


The precise hour of the day of the 
adoption of the Declaration of inde­ 
pendence is not determinable from rec­ 
ords. It is known, however, that con­ 
gress entered upon direct considera­ 
tion of the question on the first of 
July, 177G, by voting to resolve itself 
into a committee of the whole to con­ 
sider the resolution introduced by 
Klchard Henry I-.ee, and to refer the 
draft of the Declaration to this com­ 
mittee, It was Jiichard Henry I^ee‘s 
resolution that ran: “That theae Uni­ 
ted Colonies are, and of right ought to 
be, free and independent states.“ 


Adopting the Resolution. 


Benjamin Harrison of Virginia was 
chosen chairman of the committee. 
Alter a discussion lasting the entire 
day the resolution was adopted. The 
committee then resumed its standing 
as a congress, and President Hancock 
received Mr. Harrison s report, it was 
then voted to postpone action on the 
resolution until the following day. 
This course of procedure was carried 
out, and so the second of July U the

The independence which 
Is the special boast and pride of Amer­ 
icans and which moves us all to dem­ 
onstration when the Fourth of July 
returns is as precious to women as to 
men, blesses their home lives and con­ 
veys to them a great many privileges. 
Ask the ordinary child who is the 
most important person In the family

The orator of the day, la flowery 
sentencee, reminded us of onr history, 
of our pledges to the world end of 
our grand opportunities. 
He did not 
forget to tell us of tbs growing eplen* 
dor of our galaxy of states, of our rlv* 
era, our mountain ranges, our mlnee 
rich In coal or copper or sliver, of our 
great fields from which the granarlee 
of the wide earth could be supplied, 
and of the bravery of the men who 
fought under Washington. 
One and 
all we revered John Hancock and the 
other signers of the Declaration, and 
the thought of that gallant group of 
gentlemen who took their fate In their 
hands when they met In Philadelphia 
In 1776, made every young heart beat 
faster. 
The little glrle wore white 
dresses with 
sashes 
and 
shoulder 
knots of red and blue ribbon, and the 
boys wore white trousers and 
blue 
jackets with gilt buttons, and had allk 
badges and rosettes of red. white and 
blue pinned on their breasts. 
There 
were salutes, there was a good deal of 
noise, there was the crackling of tor­ 
pedoes, and, too, there was the snap­ 
ping of firecrackers, but nobody mind­ 
ed the clamor. 
Everybody in these 
days tries to get away from the noise, 
and it is very much the fashion to de­ 
plore it and declare it crude, barbaric 
and foolish thus to celebrate the glo- 
rlous Fourth. 
When I tfas a girl we 
did not mind being in the very heart 
of the noise, and I N can 
remember 
well that the old people of that day 
enjoyed It all as merrily as their jun< 
iors did. 


We may be patriotic without indulg­ 
ing in dangerous explosives and with­ 
out Investing in casualties that so 
often have marred our celebration of 
Independence day. 


What I deprecate Is an obvious in­ 
difference on the part of too many 
women to pride in their country and 
love of the flag. 
There are so many 
other attractions, there is so much 
else to be done, and life is so inter­ 
estingly complex that we do not take 
the trouble to Instil into the children 
an adoration for the soil and a strong 
determination always to stand firmly 
for their banner of stars. Sir Walter 
Scott wrote thrillingly:

We are on tbe eye of another Inde­ 
pendence day. Jn my early girlhood, 


Lives there a man with soul bo dead 
Who never to himself hath said, 
This is my own, my native land? 
Should we visit Europe today we 
would find the highlander and the 
lowlander intensely devoted to the 
mountains and glens and 
rushing 
streams of Scotland; we would find 
the Englishman proud of his moors 
and fens and cliffs, so that let him go 
where he may he always looks back 
to England and thinks of it as home 
with a capital letter.

Fourth of July exercises in tbe pub­ 
lic schools, the recitation of poems 
and ballads which have a national sig­ 
nificance, music at home, and most of 
all, some knowledge of what our coun­ 
try stands for, will aid the children as 
they take their first steps toward fu­ 
ture citizenship. 
We need 
not say 
"our country, right or wrong,” but we 
may well say our country and the 
right. 
We are not perfect, we have 
much to learn, we are still a young 
nation, but we are growing and going 
forward, and the world itself is knock­ 
ing at our door. 
A great work of 
assimilation is progressing under our 
fiag. 
Our Independence bought with 
a great price is a heritage which, I 
repeat, we should prize as our most 
precious possession,

HE letter has become his­ 
toric, that one in which 
John Adams predicts the 
coming celebration of the 
Fourth of July. 
“I am 
apt to believe,“ he wrote, 
“that It (the day) will be 
celebrated by succeeding 
generations as the great 
anniversary festival. 
It 
ought to be commemorated as the day 
of deliverance, by solemn acts of 
devotion to God Almighty. It ought to 
be solemnized with pomp and parade, 
with shows, games, sports, guns, bells, 
bonfires and illuminations, from one 
end of this continent to the other, 
from this time forevermore.” 


His prediction has become so true 
that now we seek to curtail the bom­ 
bast of the day as a rank overgrowth 
not foreseen by our forefathers. A 
proud, glad time, the nation's birth­ 
day; a time, not for unworthy and In­ 
jurious celebration, but for renewal of 
loyal citizenship, and for private re­ 
joicing in the privilege of American 
citizenship. 


The first celebration by congress of 
the Fourth has been preserved to us 
In a letter to his daughter penned by 
that same splendid old John Adams. 
“Yesterday being the anniversary of 
American 
Independence, 
was cele­ 
brated here with the festivity and 
ceremony becoming the occasion. 
I 
am too old to delight in pretty descrip­ 
tions, if I had a talent for them, other­ 
wise a picture might be drawn which 
would please tbe fancy of a Whig, at 
least. The thought of taking any no­ 
tice of this day was not conceived un­ 
til the third. It was too late to have 
a sermon, as everyone wished, so this 
must be deferred to another year. 
Congress determined to adjourn over 
that day, and to dine together. The 
general officers and others In town 
were Invited, after tbe president and 
council and board of war of this state. 


Celebrations on the 8hlps. 


“In the morning tbe Delaware frig­ 
ate, several large galleys, and other 
continental armed vessels, galleys and 
guard-boats were hauled off in tho 
river, and several of them beautifully 
dressed In the colors of all nations 
displayed about the roasts, yards and 
rigging. At one o'clock the ships were 
all manned; that is, the men were all 
ordered aloft and arranged upon tho 
topyards and shrouds, making a strik­ 
ing appearance of companies of men 
drawn up in order in the air." 


He tells how ho went on board with 
the president and the marine commit­ 
tee, 
Each 
armed 
vessel 
fired

salutes, then the galleys and#gunboats, 
lie describes 
much 
shouting 
and 
huzzaing “in a manner which #ave 
great Joy to every friend of this coun­ 
try, and tho utmoet terror and dis­

Dining at threo, they wero “agree­ 
ably entertained with excellent com­ 
pany, good gheer, fine music from the 
band of Hessians taken at Trenton, 
and continual volleys between every 
toast from a company of soldiers 
drawn up in Second street before tho 
city tavern, whero we dined.“ Maneu­ 
vers on the common by light horse 
and trains of artillery, and a thou­ 
sand infantry filled the day agreeably 
for the crowd. 


“In the evening I was walking about 
the streets for a llttlo freah air and 
exercise, and was surprised to find the 
whole city lighting up their candles 
at the windows. 1 walked most of 
the evening, and I think it was the 
most splendid illumination I ever saw 
—a few uurly houses wero dark, but 
the lights were very universal. Con­ 
sidering tho Jateness of the design, 
and the suddenness of tho execution, 
I was amazed at the universal joy and 
alacrity that was dlscovered> and at 
tho brilliancy and splendor of every 
part of this joyful exhibition. 1 had 
forgot the ringing of the bells all day, 
and the boniree In the streets, and 


the fireworks played off. Had General 
Howe been here In disguise, or hie 
master, this show would have giyen 
them the heartache.“ 


When Enthusiasm Waned. 


We have an account of the Fourth 
as celebrated In Tyler’s administra­ 
tion. Already it lacked the freshness 
and spontaneity of those early ones 
John Adams witnessed^ one of which 
he saddened by his own death. “Inde­ 
pendence forever/* he murmured, as 
he lay dying, his ear caught by the 
sounds of fireworks. It was the toast 
he had sent In response to a request 
for one to be given In his name at a 
Fourth of July banquet to be cele­ 
brated many hundred miles from 
where the sands of life were running 
swift with him. 


That of Tyler's breathes nausea of 
noise and distaste for vapidity. An 
eye-witness writes, “The Fourth of 
July passed mucn as 
u b u s I every­ 
where; 
squibs 
and 
popguns 
and 
cracked bells, with vapid orations, 
stupid toasts, and execrable speeches; 
hot meats and cold wines, the custom* 
ary laudation of the nation, and tho 
quantum of headaches that follow un< 
usual indulgence.“ 


There was a levee at the White 
House, and the Sunday school children 
marched through the walks of the cap­ 
ital grounds; “Mr. Adams watching 
them with satisfaction and interest/' 
John Quincy Adams, then shared the 
quiet enthusiasm of his father. 
The 
marine band comes into prominence. 
Citizens of every class thronged the 
White House, listening to tne martial 
airs received by the president. 


“The deportment of Mr. Tyler was 
easy and natural, yet sufficiently dig« 
nified, placing everyone at his ease. 
And nothing could surpass the quiet» 
unaffected grace with which the ladles 
received and acknowledged the couit 
tesles of all who paid their respects. 
The throng, comprising beautiful wom­ 
en, grave senators, cabinet and foreign 
ministers, dashing army and navy offi­ 
cers, officeseekers, citizens and loung* 
ers, was great from twelve to three. 
Between five and six about' forty 
gentlemen sat down to dinner with 
the president.“ 


Daniel Webster’s Speech. 


The 
Fourth 
In 
Fillmore's 
days 
dawned for the laying of the corner* 
stone of the extension of the capitoL 
Daniel Webster, secretary of state, In 
delivering his oration as speaker of 
the day, accomplished more than “tbe 
customary laudation of the nation.” 
He stepped forward, copy In hand, but 
extemporized new thoughts and highly 
interesting reflections. 


“I have said, gentlemen, that out 
inheritance Is an inheritance of Ameri­ 
can liberty. That liberty is character^ 
istlc, peculiar and altogether our own. 
Nothing like It existed in former times 
nor was known in the most enlight­ 
ened states of antiquity; while with 
us Its principles have become inter­ 
woven into the minds of Individual 
men, connected with our dally opln« 
Ions and our daily habits, until it is, if 
I may so say, an element of Social as 
well as of political life; and the con­ 
sequence is, that to whatever rcgioa 
an American citizen carries himself, 
he takes with him, fully developed in 
bis own understanding and experience, 
our American principles and opinions, 
and becomes ready at once, in co-oper« 
atlon with others, to apply them to the 
formation of new governments,“

DALTON’S EXPERIMENT. 


•hewing What a Genius Can Do With 
Crude Apparatus. 


The great English chemist Dalton 
was a schoolteacher. Be worked with* 
out a laboratory and with crude ap­ 
paratus, mostly made by himself from 
simple materials. Here is an example 
described in his own word»: 


•Took an ale glass of a conical fig­ 
ure, two and a half Inches in diameter 
and three Inches deep; filled it with 
water that bad been standing in the' 
room and consequently of the tempera­ 
ture oi the air nearly; put the bulb of 
the thermometer to the bottom of the 
glass, the scale being out of the water. 
Then, having marked the temperature, 
1 put the redhot tip of the poker half 
an Inch deep in the water, bolding It 
there steadily for half a minute, and 
aa soon as it was withdrawn 1 dipped 
the bulb of a sensible thermometer 
Into the water, when it rose in a few 
seconds to 180 degrees/9 


He then determined the temperature 
ef the water at the bottom after five 
minutes, after twenty minutes and aft­ 
er an hour and found that It rose grad­ 
ually from 47 to 62 degrees. This slm- I 
pie experiment proved that water has I 
the power to conduct heat, which bad j 
been denied by no less an authority 
than Bumford*—Youth’s Companion.

Granting permission unto the Hanover 
& Mcbherrystown Street Railway Com­ 
pany, its successors and assigns, to con­ 
struct, operate and maintain a line 
of street 
r a i l w a y 
upon 
certain 
streets of the Borough of New Oxford, 
Adains County, Pennsylvania, and pro­ 
viding the condition upon which the 
same may be constructed and main­ 
tained. 
S e c t io n 1. 
Be it enacted and ordain­ 
ed by the Burgess and Town Council of 
the Borough of New Oxford, Adams 
County, Pennsylvania, and it is hereby 
enacted and ordained by the authority of 
the same that permission be and is here­ 
by granted unto the Hanover & McSher- 
rystown Street Railway Company, its suc­ 
cessors and assigns, to construct, operate 
and maintain a line of street railway, in­ 
cluding the necessary and proper poles, 
wires fixtures and appliances, with con 
venient turnouts, switches and sidings 
within the limits of the Borough of New 
Oxford, Adams County, Pennsylvania, 
upon, over and along the following de­ 
scribed routes, to-wit:— 


(a) Beginning at a point in the South­ 
ern boundary line of tne Borough of New 
Oxford, approximately eight hundred 
(800) feet West of Hanover Street in said 
borough; extending thence in a North­ 
wardly direction over and upon private 
property of Benjamin Eicholtz and others 
and over and across the tracks and right 
of way of the Baltimore and Harrisbuig 
Railway Company by an overhead cross­ 
ing, and thence over and across private 
property belonging to Catherine Snyder 
to High Street in said borough; thence 
across High Street to Bolton Street in said 
borough; thence upon, over and along 
Bolten Street to Pitt Street. 


(b) Beginning at a point in Pitt Street 
in said borough opi>OHite the center of 
Bolton Street; extening thence in an 
East ward ly direction upon, over and 
along said Pitt Street to the Western 
boundary line of the Public Square in 
said borough, with the additional right 
and privilege to construct, oj>erate and 
maintain a proper turnout to connect 
with “Route A 
hereinbefore describ­ 
ed. 


Subject to the conditions, terms and 
restrictions hereinafter mentioned. 


S e c tio n 2, 
In consideration of the 
rights granted by section 1, of this Ordi­ 
nance, the said Street Railway Company, 
its successors and assigns, shall at all 
times keep and maintain that portion of 
the streets and highways and Public 
Square occupied by tne track or tracks of 
said railway lying between the rails and 
within twelve inches outside of each rail 
in the same condition of repair and of 
the same material as the rest of the street 
over which the said track shall be con­ 
structed, as well also all that portion of 
the’streets or highways lying between 
the main track and switches, and upon 
neglect or refusal to jjerforui, make or do 
the necessary work or repairs, then the 
borough may do and perform the same 
and recover the costs and exj>enses there­ 
of from the said railway company with 
twenty per cent, (20 per cent.) added 
thereto. 


Section 3. 
Tl)e said line of street rail­ 
way «hall be laid and constructed in ac­ 
cordant*? with a street grade to )>e given 
bv the Town Council, of the Borough of 
New Ox lord or its authorized representa­ 
tives, and shall be laid, as nearly as jmjs- 
sible, in the center of said streets. 
The 
rails to bo laid and kept level with the 
surface of the streets. The poles shall be 
located under the supervision of the 
Town Council or its authorized represen­ 
tative or committees, and^tt such places 
as it, or its authorized representatives or 
committees, shall designate, and the 
wires to be placed thereon shall bo strung 
at a height of not less than eighteen (lb) 
feet above the surface oi the said railway 
tiack. The said railway .company shall 
promptly repair and replace any street, 
side walk, street pavement or crossing 
displaced by the location, construction or 
erection of said railway track or by said 
poles. 


Section 4. 
The said street railway 
conoany, the successors and assigns shall 
at all times hereafter keep harmless and 
indemnify said borough of New Oxford 
from any and all damage that may accrue 
to any person or persons or proj>crty or 
to said oorough by reason of the negli­ 
gent construction, operation or jnaiute- 


j nance of said street railway. 


S ectio n 5. 
All rights and privileges 
granted under this Ordinance snail be in­ 
operative and void unless the said street 
railway company, its successors and as­ 
signs. shall in good faith, commence the 
construction of the line of street railway 
on one or more of the routes hereinbefore 
authorized and described in Section 1 of 
this Ordinance within seven (7) months 
from the date of the approval of this Or­ 
dinance and shall fully complete and 
commence actual operation on such route 
or routes upon which such construction 
shall be commenced, within three (3) 
months after commencing the work of 
construction thereon. 


Section 6. 
Failure to commence and 
complete construction of and to operate a 
line of railway upon any one of the routes 
described in Section 1 hereof, within the 
time hereinbefore prescribed, shall oper­ 
ate as a forfeiture of the right to use such 
route or routes upon which construction 
has not been commenced and completed 
as aforesaid, but failure to commence and 
cemplete construction of and to operate 
upon one or more of said routes, shall 
not affect the rights granted hereunder 
upon any other routes aforesaid, upon 
which construction has been commenced 
and completed within the time prescrib­ 
ed hereinbefore, and in the event of fail­ 
ure to complete construction upon any 
route within the time limited,.the bor­ 
ough shall have the right to remove forth­ 
with the works upon such route, upon 
which construction has not been com­ 
pleted, and recover the cost of such re­ 
moval with twenty per cent, (20 per 
c e n t) added thereto. 


S e c t io n 7. The Borough of New Ox­ 
ford shall at all times hereafter have the 
rijjht to cross and re-cross the tracks of 
said railway company, through, under 
and beneath said roadbed and to do all 
necessary digging, boring or drilling 
through or under the same for the plac­ 
ing of water pipes, culverts, conduits, ^as 
or heat pipes, tiling or crossiong drains 
or other appliances necessary or desired 
by the said Borough of New Oxford or 
citizens thereof, who may be duly au­ 
thorized so to do by said borough. 
And 
the said Borough of New Oxford shall 
save and keep harmless the said street 
railway company, its successors and as­ 
signs, of and from all damage for or by 
reason thereof, and shall promptly re­ 
place all material taken from the track» 
of said company, and shall place the same 
in as good condition as they were before, i 


Section 8. 
rpon failure on the part' 
of the street railway company, its suc­ 
cessors and assigns, to comply with any 
conditions hereinbefore imposed, this 
ordinance shall become null and void. 


Suction 9. 
It is hereby understood 
and agreed that it is not the purpose or 
intent, nor is the obligation, of this Or­ 
dinance or contract, if and when approv­ 
ed by the Public Service Commission of 
the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, 
such as to impair or in any wise affect 
the exercise by said Commission of any 
of the powers vested in it by the Public 
Service Company Jaw, approved SuJy 20, 
1913.
